BERLIN, Feb. 4.—William Hohen- 
zoliern of Amerongen has driven a 
stiff and astounding bargain with 
Prussia which he was instrumental 
in ruining. Ipdeed, it is not too 
much to say the settlement arrived | 
at between him and the government 
of Prussia makes one of the most 
amazing documents of time. 

A little while ago an obscure com- 
munique was issued regarding the 
arrangement. but now that the bill 
embodying it is printed for. presenta- 
tion to the Prussian Assembly it is 
possible to see what a deal has been 
fixed up by the grasping exile who 
ned from his country when disaster 


overtook it and by commission of 
the Prussian privy councillors sent 
to Amerongen by the government. 
Naturally, the Prussian. Assembly 
will stir up a storm about it. 

When Wilhelm ruled he was un- 
paid. as Kaiser, but he had a civil 
jist of nearly a million pounds 
Sterling. As King of Prussia he had 
estates and wealth in various forms 
which made him one of the wealth- 
lest of the world’s sovereigns. When 
he fled und revolution broke out., 
the Prussian government took pos- 
session of all the royal property in 
order to protect it and settle its 
ownership. 

SEE WHAT PRUSSIA GETS. 


After more than a year of de- 
liberation and long negotiations 
with Wilhelm, the decision is now 
arrived at, and embodied in the bill. 
Ry its terms the ex-Kalser will draw 
100,000,000 marks out of the nation, 
already shoulder deep in debt. This 
pmount—and it is only one item—it 
says in the bill, is to be given him 
“tn general interest in return for 
is making over to the Prussian 
ta to of certain lands, works of art. 
possessions and rights.“ 

If the Kaiser turns this amount 
into Dutch ‘money at the present 
bad rate of exchange he will obtain 
enough to give him an income of 
about £20.000 sterling per year, but 
his civil list as King of Prussia ac- 
tually continues until All-fools’ Day 
of this year. That is to say Wil- 
liam is being paid at the rate of 
$415.000 per month for seventeen 
months after running away from his 
lob, yet Prussia as well as Germany 
has had its revolution. 

WAR LOAN, TOO, PERHAPS. 


Next William kindly consents to 
“give up the castles and lands which 
belong to the state.“ but he retains 
as personal property eight castles, 
eighty-three villas, many houses in 
Berlin. Potsdam, Kiel and elsewhere, 
with forests here and there and va- 
rious kinds of property dotted up 
and down the map. He also retains 
175.000,000 marks worth of indus- 
trial shares, mortgages and other 
descriptions of investments, includ- 
ing. as Vorwaerts sneers, “a precious 
little war Joan.” 

Prussia’s royal ‘jewels he retains, 
though comparatively valueless royal 
insignia pass into the possession of 
the state. Then, as though he was 
not sufficiently well provided ‘with 
dwellings in the fatherland he de- 
serted, Prussia presents him three 
more—and big “1 For the space 
of time covered by the lifetime of 
the ex-Kaiser, ex- n. ex-Crown

An exhaustive study of the cane- 
Sugar situation was completed by 
the Federal Fair Price Committee at 
its regular meeting held yesterday 
afternoon. and an announcement as’ 
to the decision of the committee 
concerning a fair price for sugar was 
made by W. B. Beirne, executive 
secretary of the committee. The con- 
clusion reached by the committee is 
that a profit of 90 cents per i100 
pounds allows a fair margin to the 
wholesaler, while the retailers’ profit 
shall not exceed $1.90 per hundred- 
weight. This means that retailers 
will not be permitted to charge more 


the present prices in the market, for 
cane sugar, without making them- 
selves liable to prosecution. 

This margin of profit is. based on 
the price of $15 per 100 to the 
wholesaler recently announced by 
California refiners of waiian 
cane sugar. The cane-sugar supply
